DERBY LINGO 

WHERE TO BET THE DERBY 
IN NORTH DAKOTA 

Across the Board: a bet on a horse to 

win, place and show 

Backstretch: straight portion of the 

far side of the racing surface between 

the turns 

Box: a wagering term denoting a com-

bination bet whereby all possible nu-

meric combinations are covered for 

certain horses 

Chalk: wagering favorite in a race 

Closer: a horse that runs best in the 

latter part of the race 

Dead Heat: two or more horses finish-

ing a race in a tie 

Exacta: a wager in which the player 

attempts to pick the first- and second-

place horse 

Front Runner: a horse ridden to run 

on or near the lead 

Furlong: an eighth of a mile on the 

racetrack 

Hand: the unit of measurement for the 

height of a horse; one hands equals four 

inches 

Infield: a spectator area inside the 

track at Churchill Downs 

Paddock: the area of the racetrack 

where the horses are saddled before the 

race 

Place: a wager on one horse to finish 

first or second in the race 

Post: another designation for the start-

ing gate 

Purse: the total prize money that can 

be won in a race 

Run for the Roses: a traditional nick-

name for the Kentucky Derby attributed 

to the garland of red roses given to the 

winner 

Show: a wager  on one horse to finish 

anywhere in the top three 

Superfecta: a wager in which the play-

er selects the order of the first four 

finishers 

Thoroughbred: a breed of horse with 

roots in eighteenth century England 

Trifecta: a wager in which the player 

selects the first three horses in a race in 

the order they finish 

Win: a wager on one horse to finish 

first 

MINT JULEP 

 4 to 5 mint sprigs  

(leaves only) 

 2 sugar cubes or 1/2 ounce 

simple syrup 

 2 1/2 ounces bourbon whis-

key 

 Garnish: mint sprig 

 

 Place the mint leaves and 

sugar or simple syrup into 

a julep cup 

 Muddle well to dissolve the 

sugar and release the oil 

and aroma of the mint 

 Add the bourbon 

 Fill with crushed ice and 

stir well 

 Garnish with a mint sprig
